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Tmri:i;  ni:\\'  records  were  estab- 
lislied  at  Pine  Manor  this  fall. 
First,  we  had  the  largest  percentage  of 
returning  seniors  in  our  history.  Well 
over  three  quarters  of  those  who  regis- 
tered as  freshmen  a year  ago  were  rep- 
resented in  the  senior  class  this  Sep- 
tember (78. Ur  in  actual  fact).  The 
twenty-five-year  average  is  just  under 
70(^,  so  you  can  readily  recognize 
how  happy  we  are  with  this  evidence 
of  student  enthusiasm  for  what  the 
college  is  doing. 

Second,  we  have  the  largest  fresh- 
man class  in  history — 187.  The  larg- 
est previous  class  was  177  in  the  fall 
of  1941.  It  is  a good  class,  coming  to 
us  from  thirty  states,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Hawaii,  the  Virgin  Islands, 
and  seven  foreign  countries.  Many  of 
you  alumnae  played  a major  part  in 
recommending  these  young  women  to 
Pine  Manor  or  in  helping  us  to  select 
them.  To  you  we  are  particularly 
grateful. 

Third,  w'e  have  the  largest  total  en- 
rollment in  our  history  — 272  in  the 
houses  and  four  commuters,  276  stu- 
dents in  all.  The  largest  previous  en- 
rollment occurred  in  the  fall  of  1941 
when  271  enrolled.  The  intervening 
seventeen  years  saw  enrollments  at 
Pine  Manor  smaller  than  were  desir- 
able or  economically  defensible.  All 
of  us  are  delighted  to  see  our  class- 
rooms and  houses  really  full.  Numbers 
are  healthy.  For  example,  such  organ- 
izations as  Mimes  and  Mascjues  and 
the  Chorale  Club  have  more  applicants 
than  ever  before;  think  what  that 
means  to  dedicated  people  who  want 
our  dramatic  and  choral  events  to  be 
truly  memorable. 

Tuition  Up  to  52500 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  voted 
an  increase  in  tuition  of  $2  50  to  take 
effect  next  fall.  The  resulting  income 
will  make  possible  the  establishment 
of  a retirement  plan  for  faculty,  higher 
salaries,  and  provision  for  sabbaticals. 
These  benefits  are  sorely  needed  and 
will  be  most  helpful  in  attracting  and 
holding  able  people.  Since  the  success 
of  a college  is  often  measured  by  the 
stature  of  its  faculty,  these  moves  will 
insure  the  continuing  status  of  Pine 
Manor  as  one  of  the  leading  junior 
colleges.  Increased  financial  aid  for 
students  will  also  be  available. 

This  fall  we  re-established  a Spanish 
house  on  campus,  so  that  we  now'  have 
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President’s  Desk  — A Record  Year  Begins 


one  Spanish  and  two  I'rench  houses 
amon^  our  sixteen  residences.  To  my 
knowledge  we  are  the  only  junior  col- 
lege that  offers  this  approach  to  the 
learning  of  languages,  and  there  are 
few  senior  colleges  that  have  truly 
separate  buildings.  The  result  is,  of 
course,  that  our  students  learn  to  speak 
languages  with  ease  as  well  as  to  read 
and  to  write  them. 

Liberal  Arts  Program  Justified 

The  large  enrollment  is  most  wel- 
come for  another  reason.  A year  ago 
the  faculty  put  into  operation  an  ex- 
clusively liberal  arts  program  here. 
Some  of  our  friends  felt  that  there 
would  be  too  little  demand  for  such  a 
program  to  justify  it.  We  were  pretty 
certain  there  would  be  enough,  but  it 
required  a full  college  to  prove  us 
right.  Now  we  no  longer  have  to  de- 
bate the  question.  All  can  see  the 
justification  for  trying  to  do  this  one 
project  as  well  as  we  can  rather  than 
devoting  our  energies  to  half  a dozen 
objectives  in  order  to  attract  students 
of  widely  diversified  interests.  The 
arts  and  sciences  will  continue  to  re- 
ceive primary  emphasis  here. 

In  early  November  Mrs.  Ferry  and 
I are  to  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
with  alumnae  and  parent  groups  in 
Houston  and  St.  Louis.  I wish  very 
much  that  it  were  possible  to  do  even 
more  of  this  sort  of  traveling,  and 
whenever  a group  particularly  wants 
us  to  come  we  shall  try  to  do  so.  As 
you  who  love  this  college  know  well, 
however,  it  is  hard  to  leave  it  for  long; 
there  are  always  things  going  on  that 
a president  can  share. 

Welcome  to  the  Campus 

It  is  our  hope  that  more  and  more 
of  you  wdll  find  occasions  to  come  to 
the  campus.  The  February  meeting  of 
the  Alumnae  Council  is  one  good  time 
to  come,  of  course,  as  are  Commence- 
ment and  Reunion,  but  you  will  always 
be  welcome  whenever  you  can  get 
here.  We  want  and  need  your  ideas 
and  your  help. 

The  success  of  the  Alumnae  Fund 
this  past  year  was  inspiring.  Only  two 
years  of  age,  it  already  stands  high 
among  similar  enterprises  at  other  in- 
stitutions, demonstrating  a loyalty  to 
this  little  college  that  is  rare  and 
precious  to  us  far  beyond  the  money 
it  brings.  Such  loyalty  safeguards  tra- 
dition, protecting  the  college  against 
the  possibility  of  any  sudden  major 


change  in  philosophy  or  customs.  To 
all  concerned  with  the  gathering  of 
the  1957-58  Fund,  our  sincere  appre- 
ciation. To  all  of  you  who  gave,  the 
college  is  grateful. 

Alumnae  Plan  Night  at  the  Opera 

Pine  Manor  Night  at  the  Opera 
will  be  another  alumnae  activity  this 
fall.  For  the  first  time  the  Alumnae 
Association  is  undertaking  a benefit 
for  the  Alumnae  Scholarship  Fund. 
This,  too,  is  another  heart-warming 
indication  of  your  support  and  inter- 
est in  what  we  are  doing  here. 

As  I write,  leaves  are  turning  to 
crimson.  The  tennis  courts  and  arch- 
ery field  are  covered  with  girls  in  the 
trim  navy  and  gold  uniforms  of  Pine 
Manor.  Indian  summer’s  heat  haze 
shimmers  over  the  pond,  and  the  white 
birches  look  beautiful  against  the  red 


brick  of  the  new  Alumnae  Library  you 
helped  to  build.  Your  campus  is  color- 
ful, and  never  before  have  so  many 
young  women  walked  its  paths,  met  in 
its  classrooms  and  studios,  and  tasted 
the  heady  wine  of  first  college  days.

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Pine  Manor  Reinstates  an  Old  Favorite  —

The  Pine  Manor  European  Tour,  long  a traditional  summer  trip,  was  revived  this 
year  — to  the  delight  of  all  concerned. 

The  late  Mlle.  Evelyn  Stewart,  head  of  the  French  center  and  of  the  French 
department,  first  introduced  the  European  tour  to  Pine  Manor,  and  tnany  alumnae  will 
be  reminded  of  their  own  trips  upon  reading  this  account  of  the  1958  excursion,  directed 
by  Mlle.  Mary  Gegerias,  present  head  of  the  French  center  and  of  the  French  Department. 


The  night  before  the  S.  S.  At- 
lantic docked  in  New  York  on 
September  5,  the  Pine  Manor  group  — 
Barbara  Biddulph,  Catherine  Page, 
Rica  Feiden,  Barbara  Gutai,  Anne 
Obolensky  and  her  younger  sister, 
Mary,  and  I — met  in  the  Navigator’s 
Lounge.  It  was  not  unusual  for  us  to 
gather  there,  for  our  voyage  had  been 
rough  and  hurricane  winds  had  on 
several  occasions  forced  us  to  abandon 
the  promenade  deck  for  more  pro- 
tected areas. 

But  on  this  particular  evening,  the 
winds  no  longer  menaced.  In  fact, 
we  were  not  very  far  from  the  coast, 
and  we  suddenly  began  to  realize  that 
our  European  trip  would  officially  be 
over  when  we  caught  our  early  morn- 
ing glimpse  of  the  famous  Lady  and 
when  we  recognized  familiar  faces  on 
the  dock. 

It  seemed  impossible  that  we  had 
been  away  only  two  months.  We  had 
seen  so  much  that  the  time  seemed  so 
much  longer!  We  wanted  to  hold  on 


to  some  of  the  precious  moments  we 
had  spent  in  Europe.  We  started  to 
reminisce.  . . . 

Would  we  ever  forget  the  day  we 
arrived  in  Amsterdam  when  our  Dutch 
friends,  Mr.  Van  der  Meulen  (whom 
we  called  Van)  and  Mr.  Kroon  met 
us  at  the  pier.^  Knowing  that  we  were 
eager  to  escape  unnecessary  debarka- 
tion formalities  and  that  we  were  im- 
patient to  set  foot  on  European  soil, 
they  performed  miracles.  They  found 
our  bags,  had  them  brought  to  the 
waiting  cars,  and  then  whisked  us  off 
through  the  city. 

Though  Fielding’s  guide  had  pre- 
dicted that  Amsterdam  would  remind 
us  of  Boston,  we  knew  immediately 
that  we  had  arrived  in  another  world. 
We  admired  the  lavender-paned  win- 
dows of  the  old  homes,  looked  for 
seventeenth-century  bridges  joining  the 
narrow  canals,  and  dined  at  the  famous 
Bali  restaurant.  Our  first  visit  to  the 
Rijksmuseum  was  followed  by  a sec- 
ond, and  each  time  we  stood  in  awe 


before  Rembrandt’s  masterpiece,  the 
Night  Watch. 

New  Places  Beckon 

Amsterdam,  however,  was  only  the 
first  of  many  cities  to  w'hich  we  be- 
came attached.  It  was  just  as  difficult 
for  us  to  leave  the  natural  beauties  of 
Switzerland  where  we  went  to  the  top 
of  Mount  Pilatus  and  later  viewed  the 
snows  of  the  mighty  Jungfrau.  These 
were  breathless  experiences,  but  Italy 
beckoned  and  the  gaiety  of  Venice 
lured  us  away  from  the  trancpiillity  of 
the  mountains. 

It  seemed  as  though  all  of  Europe 
had  decided  to  go  to  Venice  in  July. 
We  signed  our  names  several  lines 
below  Jean  Paul  Sartre's  in  the  hotel 
register.  Jean  Cocteau  dined  at  our 
favorite  "cafe,”  and  young  Americans 
from  North  Carolina,  New  York,  and 
Florida  met  at  the  Doge’s  Palace.  The 
sun  was  hot,  the  music  gay,  and  the 
annual  festivities  were  well  under  way.

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I'ortunately,  leaving  Venice  did  not 
mean  leaving  Italy.  In  Idorence  we 
felt  the  genius  of  Michelangelo,  Bot- 
ticelli, and  Raphael.  We  played  with 
gravity  in  the  Leaning  Tower  of  Bisa 
and  remembered  our  Latin  texts  as  we 
sat  among  the  Forum  ruins  in  Rome. 
In  retrospect,  the  Pine  Manor  group 
agreed  with  Clara  H.  Laughlin  who 
many  years  ago  had  written,  "Venice 
is  for  the  senses,  Florence  for  the 
spirit,  Rome  for  the  intellect.” 

Enthusiasm  Never  Wanes 

It  was  late  in  July  when  we  reached 
the  Franco-Italian  border.  I would 
not  have  been  surprised  had  my  travel- 
ing companions,  by  this  time,  ex- 
hausted their  enthusiasm  for  new 
countries  and  new  cities.  On  the  con- 
trary, however,  they  proved  to  me  that 
their  quest  for  adventure  was  inde- 
fatigable. I shall  not  forget  the  thrill 
of  riding  along  the  Cote  d’Azur  with 
them,  and  later  as  our  train  pulled  into 
Paris’  Gare  de  Lyon  hearing  them 
sing,  "I  love  Paris  in  the  springtime, 
I love  Paris  in  the  fall.  . . 

Intoxicated  with  joy,  our  first  re- 
action was  to  run  out  to  the  Place  de 
I'Etoile  and  down  the  Champs  Elysees. 

As  if  waiting  only  to  greet  the  Pine 
Manor  group,  the  Eiffel  Tower,  the 
Arc  de  Triomphe,  and  le  Sacre-Coeur 
shone  their  welcome  against  the  dark 
and  tranquil  August  sky. 

We  soon  discovered  that  the  most 
sophisticated  city  in  the  world  had  not 
yet  completed  the  formalities  of  her

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welcome.  At  our  small  hotel  on  the 
Avenue  Kleber,  busy  cooks  had  se- 
lected and  prepared  their  best  cliateau- 
briants  and  were  using  chilled  cham- 
pagne for  the  very  special  fruit  salad. 
Douce  France,  belle  capitalc,  we  fell 
in  love  with  you  immediately. 

The  excitement  of  the  first  day  was 
followed  by  the  elation  of  making  new 
discoveries.  We  visited  the  Louvre, 
Notre  Dame,  la  Sainte  Chapelle,  la 
Sorbonne,  les  Invalides,  Montmartre, 
Saint-Germain-des-Pres.  Some  of  us 
went  to  the  Tour  d’Argent,  others  to 
the  Lapin  Agile,  and  others  to  the 
petit  Theatre  de  la  Huchette  to  see 
Ionesco’s  play.  La  Leqoti. 

It  was  fun  for  Gappy,  Barbara  B., 
and  Barbara  G.  to  make  new  French 
friends.  It  was  a privilege  for  me  to 
visit  with  Marie  Noel,  the  poetess,  and 
with  Madame  Estaunie,  the  widow  of 
the  outstanding  French  author, 
Edouard  Estaunie,  whose  w'orks  were 
exhibited  at  Pine  Manor’s  Alumnae 
Library  only  last  spring.  It  was  a gala 
reunion  for  all  of  us  to  have  dinner 
(des  douzaines  d’escargots)  with  June 
Auslander,  and  later  to  see  Jean  Miller 
at  our  own  little  party  in  the  gardens 
of  Reid  Hall. 

In  spite  of  our  busy  program,  we 
left  Paris  for  a few  days  to  visit  'Ver- 
sailles, Chartres,  and  the  Chateaux  de 
la  Loire  — Chambord,  Blois,  Chenon- 
ceaux,  Amboise,  A2ay-le-Rideau,  Vil- 
landry.  Traveling  in  our  own  little 
Volkswagen  bus,  we  were  able  to  stop 
along  the  way  and  visit  the  family 
chateau  of  Madame  Doumic,  one  of 
our  French  friends.  We  also  spent 
a leisurely  hour  at  the  Chateau  Sache 
where  Balzac  had  often  sought  refuge 
from  his  debts  and  where  he  wrote  Le 
Pere  Goriot  and  Le  Lys  dans  la  Vallee. 

Comments  on  the  Brussels  Fair 

Knowing  that  I would  be  willing 
to  spend  the  rest  of  the  summer  in 
France,  the  Pine  Manor  group  had 
hopes  of  an  extended  visit,  but  the 
contradictory  reports  about  the  weather 
and  American  pavilion  at  the  "Expo” 
in  Brussels  stirred  our  curiosity  and 
spurred  us  on.  We  were  fortunate 
enough  to  escape  the  rain  at  the  Fair 
but  not  the  fatigue.  We  could  under- 
stand the  reactions  of  the  critics  who 
had  said  that  the  American  pavilion 
was  very  simple,  that  the  Russian  dis- 
play was  much  too  concentrated.  How- 
ever, we  felt  that  the  most  revealing 
opinion  was  expressed  by  a Belgian 
who  said,  "The  Americans  have  every- 
thing at  home  and  yet  are  exhibiting 
very  little.  The  Russians  have  brought 
everything  to  Brussels  and  have  left 


nothing  at  home.  And  as  for  the 
French  — ooh  la,  la!!” 

Even  though  our  Belgian  friend 
neglected  to  mention  the  British  pa- 
vilion, we  spent  several  hours  study- 
ing the  unusual  exhibit  whirh  empha- 
sized her  past  strength  and  her  hopes 
for  the  future.  The  same  strength  and 
the  same  hopes  impressed  us  during 
our  stay  in  England.  We  visited  the 
Houses  of  Parliament  in  London,  we 
laughed  at  the  tales  about  the  gargoyles 
decorating  Lincoln  Cathedral,  and  we 
visited  Dickens’  favorite  stained-glass 
windows  in  York  Minster.  We  went 
from  the  Castle  in  Edinburgh  to 
Wordsworth’s  home  in  Grasmere  and 
later  to  Anne  Hathaway’s  Cottage  in 
Stratford-on-Avon  where  we  also  at- 
tended the  opening  performance  of 
Much  Ado  About  Nothing. 

I loved  Oxford  but  my  friends 
seemed  to  prefer  Cambridge.  Though 
"the  American  college  girls  with  too 
much  luggage”  (two  bags  apiece) 
were  often  the  victims  of  British  hu- 
mor, we  loved  our  guides,  Margaret 
and  Frank,  and  all  the  Britishers  we 
met. 

Back  aboard  the  S.  S.  Atlantic,  we 
traced  and  retraced  our  itinerary  from 


Amsterdam  to  Amsterdam.  Gappy  re- 
minded us  of  the  most  unusual  eve- 
ning she  and  I had  had  in  Cologne 
where  we  spent  three  difficult  but  re- 
vealing hours  trying  to  convince  the 
Baggage  Master  that  he  should  help 
us  to  recover  Cappy’s  bag,  left  on  the 
train  headed  for  Frankfort.  Rica 
would  have  preferred  talking  about 
the  beauty  of  Montmartre  in  the  early 
morning.  Anne  interrupted  with  de- 
scriptions of  the  enigmatic  River 
Thames.  As  the  two  Barbaras  showed 
us  the  bracelet  charms  which  they  had 
purchased  along  the  way,  our  thoughts 
once  again  dispersed  to  the  many 
countries  which  they  represented. 

It  Ended  Too  Soon 
As  our  memories  became  more 
vivid,  the  ship’s  orchestra  started  to 
play  everyone’s  favorite  tune  "Volare.” 
Young  friends  from  Yale  and  Wil- 
liams gathered  to  celebrate  the  last 
evening  aboard  the  S.  S.  Atlantic.  This 
was  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  a 
trip  which  we  shall  never  forget,  for 
we  brought  home  our  share  of  sou- 
venirs — some  marked  "Made  in  Eu- 
rope,” others  wdth  the  familiar  Prous- 
tian  stamp,  "A  la  recherche  de  I’ete

Mistress  of  Plastic  Art 

The  \uschiating  artistic  work  of  Nancy  Walters  Hutchings,  ’49, 
was  publicized  through  an  article  in  The  Bermudian  of  January 
1958.  A colored  picture  taken  in  her  studio  appeared  in  The 
National  Geographic  Magazine  of  June  1958.  The  follouing 
account  is  based  on  material  from  these  two  sources. 


Nancy  Walters  Hutchings,  '49,  of 
Bermuda,  has  become  known  for 
her  highly  original  work  in  plastic  panels. 
She  creates  her  own  patterns  which  are  cast 
in  plastic  and  glass  for  lamp  bases,  wall 
panels,  screens,  and  small  table  tops. 
Natural  materials  found  in  Bermuda  waters 
and  on  its  beaches  are  used  to  make  the 
patterns. 

Bermuda  ferns,  bay  grapes,  thistles,  um- 
brella plant,  bamboo,  shells,  sea  fans,  pods, 
starfish,  and  sea  horses  are  some  of  the 
natural  objects  she  collects,  dries,  and 
presses  just  as  one  would  press  botany 
specimens. 

To  Nancy,  however,  the  most  interesting 
part  of  her  work  is  creating  and  carrying 
out  the  designs.  Each  is  an  original  design 
which  must  blend  into  the  over-all  pattern. 
Each  design  gives  a natural  effect.  The 
seaweed  appears  to  be  moving  in  the  water, 
the  grasses  seem  to  be  swaying  in  the  wind, 
and  even  the  tiny  sea  horses  from  Bermuda 
waters  look  as  if  they  are  relaxing  in  the 
sea. 

Working  every  weekday  from  nine  to 
twelve,  Nancy  can  make  two  panels  during 
these  hours.  Setting  the  original  design 
often  takes  an  hour.  Every  detail  of  the 
pattern  must  be  ready  in  advance  because 


the  plastic  hardens  quickly.  The  design  is 
embedded  in  layers  of  melted  plastic  on  a 
sheet  of  glass.  Each  panel  is  left  overnight 
to  fully  harden.  If  the  weather  is  damp  an 
electric  light  must  be  left  shining  on  it. 
The  process  takes  much  patience  and  skill. 

A Family  Affair 

After  the  panel  is  cut  to  size  it  goes  to 
the  Hutchings  sawmill  where  it  is  trimmed, 
sanded,  and  framed  in  cedarwood,  ma- 
hogany, or  pine.  This  part  of  the  work  is 
personally  supervised  by  Nancy's  husband. 
Rusty. 

Milwaukee-born  Nancy  was  graduated 
from  Pine  Manor  in  1949.  Shortly  there- 
after in  Bermuda  she  met  her  husband, 
Nathaniel  Hutchings,  whose  family  has 
lived  there  for  generations. 

Nancy  is  also  interested  in  photography 
and  in  enamel  work.  She  is  a gifted  painter 
in  oils.  Occasionally  her  pictures  are  dis- 
played at  the  Society  of  Artists  in  Bermuda. 
Now,  however,  she  concentrates  mostly  on 
the  glass  and  Fiberglas  panels. 

Many  Bermuda  homes  have  panels  and 
screens  created  by  her  and  she  has  brought 
Bermuda  into  American  homes  as  well. 
She  is  indeed  "Nature's  Artist  " and  is  fast 
becoming  recognized  in  her  work.
